Being told by our friend Kelly, that the 
anti-Mason, Johns, had Jett the white Horse 
in Bank street, which is now kept by a 
clever man, we stopped there. It is now 
the best and cheapest house in Philadelphia. 

After paying Our respects to Messrs. 
Sturdivant aud Watson, the best of men, 
and our friends; and spending a little over 
two days in Philadelphia, (we like to be 
patticular,) we crossed the Delaware to 
Camden, N. J., where we spent some time. 
Was visited by Samael Lanning, Esq. a 
rich widower—invited Sarah and ourself to 
his house, where we saw his new invention, 
a machine for gathering apples—no mistake 
in the thing; by holdieg the handles, and 
rolling it forward simply, by means of sharp 
nails, it gathers the apples and throws them 
into a basket, which isa part of the ma- 
chine. Saw his wild ducks, which he has 
domesticated—a great curiosity. We then 
returned to the tavern, to await the mail 
from Philadelphia. 

Meantime, we ascertained the particu- 
lars of Croxall and his sham Custom-house, 
mentioned in our last paper. 

Camden is a sweet rural town—streets 
straight, level, and shaded—great many 
widows in Camden. As we walked along 
with Mr. Lanning, they flocked to the doors 
and windows, with any thing but pleasure 
in their looks—jealous I'll be bound. 


The editor at Camden, behaved shame- 
ful, he hid behind a tree! . The ‘wigs? 
ought to discard him, he is a disgrace to 
their party—no enviable character. Tav- 
ern keeper at Camden, isa fine fellow, gen- 
erous as a Prince—forget his name.

We mounted an open mail-wagon, alrea- 
dy filled with the mail—sat on the seat) 
with the driver, while the guard grasped, 
us With bis arm,to keep us steady. Sally | 
crept in behind, and had a beau too, (Mr) 
Terry left us at Philadelphia) they wedg- | 
ed their feet in betweeu ihe mail bags to} 
keep themselves steady, and the horses 
flew—a few minutes brought us to the lo- 
comotive car, where we were inveloped in 
datkness, and the cars ‘made a wonderful 
rumbling over the road. 


The Col. meantime, sung some excellent 
Scotch songs. The Col. sings well. dal- 
ly and I slept; and a fellow passenger 
cryed bravo, We inquired at the supper 
house, when the ‘Jarsey’ elections took 
place; but strange as it may appear, not 
one could tell, though several present! 
Asked some ladies who were at the table; 
they tittered and ran away. We then de- 
sired blackey, who waited, to ascertain the 
day, that it might be said that some person 
in the house knew. 

NEW YORK. 


We reached this city ere day-light; and 
on our way to Holts, called to see Maj. 
Noah, and Col Webb, our old friends —too 
early, they were not in—took a paper, and 
proceeded to the celebrated Holt’s Hotel, 
of which we had heard so much, and which 
has gone into operation since we were in 
New York. it isa great building of gra- 
nite, neatly built; the figure is about square, 
and stands at the corner of Fulton ana 
Pearl streets. Wewent through all the 
rooms, and took a view from “the top— 
from which the whole city, the bay, the 
shipping, the islands, the forts, and the state 
of New Jersy, are allseen, and presents 
one of the grandest views in the world. 
Mr Holt was to have handed us the number 
of rooms, and size of the house, but did 
not. 


Besides the upper part of the building, 
or tavern, their is a separate business carri- 
ed on io the basement story, where tables 
set ready furnished the year round, and the 
Jamps burn the night through, and the doors 
are always open; here is an ordinary for 
poor travellers, or any one else, who has 
but small means. Another room is appro- 
priated to Cart-men—another to market 
people, and another to hack-men; while 
the table cloths are as white as alabaster on 
all, and victuals pfenty, and savoury. Be- 
sides these, there is a relish room—all well 
lighted, with neatly dressed attendants; and 
hot Coffee and Tea at all hours. 


The vicinity of the house, to Brookland 
Ferry, which runs all night, 1s one of its 
greatest advantages. Upon the whole, it 
is supposed, including the tavern, to aver- 
age from four to five hundred persons vic- 
tualed per day!!! On the morning after 
our arrival, 410 persons had lodged there! 

The whole is so regulated, that few 
hands are necessary; much of the labor is 
performed by steam, even to grinding of 
pepper! The engine is continually going, 
with but two hands, if we recollect, to at- 
tend it. But the great cisterns and hose, 
in case of fire, and the facility of giving 
the alarm inany part of the building, ex- 
ceeds belief. The wooden furniture &c. 
cost fifty thousand dollars! The bedding 
and furniture, table linnen, &c. is the work 
of Mrs. Holt’s own hands. 


In addition to the parlors, dining, bed 
rooms, end eating rooms, there are two 
large private parlours, which, for splendor 
and size, surpasses any thing we have seen; 
but it would fill a book to give an accurate 
description; and yet, it is the cheapest, and 


Such a house was much needed in New 
York. 

Mrs Holt is, perhaps, the most extraordi- 
nary woman ia the world; to her manage- 
ment and enterprize, principally this pro- 
perty has been made. Nineteen years

She is a large heavy woman, but her step 
is light and graceful—is still hand- 
some, though she has several grand-chil- 
slren; she is fair and round featured, with a 
most penetrating blue eye, and searching 
countenance. She has several handsome, 
accomplished, aad healthy looking dauszh- 
ters; and the best of it is, she has brought 
them upto work—both useful and orna- 
mental, Mr Iloltis one of your plain, ea- 
sy, good natured, business men. Speaks 
low and seldom. He is connecied by blood 
to the celebrated Judge Holt of Lngland, 
anda relativeof Col. A. B. Holt, (if we 
mistake not,) who drew the rich gold lot 
in Georgia. But if every Llolt were an 
hundred folt’s, Mrs. H. would eclipse 
the whole. 

' After calling on a few friends, we paid a 
visit to the Custom House, and Post Oilice, 
to see how Uncle Sam got oa. 


We had heard a good account of Mr. 
Bates, the Assistant, from our friends and 
private correspondents. Mr Bates (a jolly 
middie-aged man,) was precisely where ev- 
ery Postmaster ought to be, in the Post Of- 
fice, seated upon an elevated platform, with 
his desk before him, in sight and in the 
midst of every clerk in the whole establish- 
ment,and every act of the subordinates 
take place before him. It is the best ar- 
rangement of the kind, we ever saw—wish 
they would swop Mr Barry for Mr Bates! 


We walked into the Chief Postmasters 
room, Where he ought to be, but he was not; 
we use to find some half adgzen blue-lights, 
(we call them blue-skins, but every one 
knows what is meant,) we found but one 
man there, and sorry to say, he had a sus- 
picious appearance —-should not trust him 
to opena mail. The New York people, 
however, have taken care that he handles no 
money; and as for Mr Gouverneur, what in 
the plague does he do, we never tnd him 
in? Some said, *Oh, Mrs. R. he goes to 
see the vals.” Gals indeed! the goose! the 
man is married, Lie had better mind. 


All the clerks were as glad to see us, as 
though we had been their mother. As Joe 
says, ‘this is a sign.’ 

At the Custom House, we found matters 
tolerable—tlings looked well, that is, so 
far as we could see. No. 4 was gone, died 
with the Cholera—no great loss. We saw 
no missionaries. 

As for Mr ‘Throup, Navy Agen., or Gov 
Throup, which you please, we should think 
from his looks, he was one of the last men 
to be placed in trust; but we shall speak of 
this matter more particularly, when we 
come to speak of the Navy—of which we 
have long been suspicious; and our visit to 
New York, has not tended to lessen it.
